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EXCESSIVE FORCE 

In the middle of April, while in my liv- 
ing room in an apartment complex near 
downtown Eugene, I heard an explosion 
that shook my apartment. I looked out 
my window and saw an armored ve- 
hicle in the street flanked by two tacti- 
cal teams holding long-guns. They were 
decked out in all their fancy gear. The 
scene was reminiscent of a hit in Bagh- 
dad. I’m sure they thought they looked 
pretty cool — pretty powerful. 

The team’s tactics were almost comi- 

cally excessive, if the reality of possible 
outcomes wasn’t so dangerous. This 
isn’t the first time that I’ve seen the po- 
ice use this level of force for minor cas- 
es in a relatively low-income apartment 
complex. I should note, too, my neigh- 
ors are Black and, given the state of 
affairs, I was afraid for them. The right 
mix of power and fear on the part of the 
police can have deadly outcomes. Luck- 
ily, my neighbors weren’t home. 
Sure, I don’t know the exact details 
of the case. But, unless my neighbors 
had plans to do something like blow up 
a building (which they certainly didn’t), 
the use of force was not justified. There’s 
no violence coming out of this area. Not 
even any disturbances, beyond police 
throwing grenades at apartment doors 
(apparently a standard practice to warn 
those inside who are not involved). 

In short, the whole thing was ridicu- 
lous and unnecessary. It’s looking more 
and more like (excessive) force isn’t just 
one of the options in the police tool kit, 
but the only option.

Truth is the 
Only Currency 


DOES THE SECOND AMENDMENT PROTECT GUNS OVER PEOPLE? 


have written anumber of articles about the arms industry’s 
distortion of the Second Amendment as it traffics in ever 
more lethal weaponry to increase its revenue, selling 
military grade firearms to the public at large (“The Arms 
Industry,” EW 2/18). Inevitably, such weapons are used 
by too many of their purchasers to massacre children in 
their schools, shoppers in the marketplace, patrons at 
cinemas or nightclubs, attendees at concerts, worshippers at 
churches, mosques and synagogues, and anywhere else where 
people exercise their right to assemble. 

The slaughtering of these innocents occurs regularly and 
the nation often emerges from mourning over the victims of one 
mass shooting when it is soon weeping over another — recently 
Atlanta (eight fatalities) and Boulder (10 fatalities) — representing 
a tragically growing list of mass 
murders by gunmen wielding semi- 
automatic assault weapons. 

Each killing spree is followed 
by virtually the same script — 
politicians offer prayers and 
thoughts butimmediately disappear 
when pressed for legislative action 
to regulate continued sales of the 
weaponry. Gun rights advocates 
even belittle the victims, some 
calling the Sandy Hook massacre 
a hoax (just imagine if you are a 
grief-stricken parent ofaslain child 
and being told it never happened), 
and disparaging the survivors in 
Parkland, Florida, telling them to 
“get over it.” 

The most recent shooting in 
Boulder evoked atone-deaf, insulting 
statement from the Colorado 
Shooting Association that it would 
be “emotional sensationalism” which 
could “cloud remembrance” of the 
victims to have any discussions of 
gun laws at this time. As usual, we 
are to kick the can down the road 
and pay homage to the fabricated 
version of the Second Amendment, a 
version which supposedly confersa 
right or “freedom” for an individual 
to kill one’s neighbors with the most effectively lethal military 
grade weapon available. 

But our founders intended no such insanity. The Declaration 
of Independence and our Constitution are dedicated to the 
People, not guns. These documents enshrine the principles of 
life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. They did not ensure 
the people’s right to life on the one hand, then to take it away 
with the other hand by a contemporaneous amendment which 
was focused on “a well regulated militia being necessary” as the 
preface for that amendment. 

The Second Amendment has been re-cast in modern times to 
confer a virtually unregulated right for anyone without a criminal 
record to acquire military weaponry designed and intended to 
be used within the confines of the military to inflict maximum 
casualties among the enemy in combat. 

I personally had an experience as a federal prosecutor in 
Eugene that demonstrates the fact that even the arms industry 
in very recent times recognized that the Second Amendment did 
not entitle the general public to acquire military grade firearms. 

In the early 1980s a local group of investigators and prosecutors 
ordered anumber of mini-14. semi-automatic assault rifles from

Sturm-Ruger (the manufacturer), which were shipped to the 
Sheriff’s Office. Because the sheriff had not ordered them, an 
investigation was initiated by ATF because Sturm-Ruger had a 
strict policy at that time of only selling the weapons to the military 
and law enforcement departments. 

The investigation determined there was no violation of 
the law or that policy because the purchasers did in fact have 
law enforcement status. But the point of the episode is this — 
Sturm-Ruger and several other manufacturers had themselves 
concluded that these weapons were military grade and were not 
suitable for sale to the private sector. We were so advised during 
the investigation by Sturm-Ruger which recognized the risk they 
posed to public safety if they were marketed outside the rigid 
command structure of the military and police. 

That self-restraint collapsed as 
the National Rifle Association and 
more aggressive ownership in the 
arms industry pushed to increase 
revenue in face of a declining 
market for the traditional hunting 
and sporting rifles. At roughly the 
same period, seminars and articles 
began appearing which encouraged 
dramatically expanding the reach 
of the Second Amendment by 
distorting it to include the purpose 
of arming private individuals on the 
basis that they had the right to rebel 
against their own government and 
thus had the right to possess the 
weaponry to do so. 

This, of course, is nonsense. 
The same founders who adopted 
the Second Amendment had 
contemporaneously defined 
treason as taking up arms against 
the government in the body of the 
Constitution. 

Tend with this somber warning: 
We the People need to restore truth 
as the only currency in our society 
which is entitled to any value. 

False narratives are counterfeit 
currency and must be given no 
weight in politics, government or 
the culture in which we live, raise our families, and pass on to 
our children. The insurrection of Jan. 6 was exactly that — an 
attempt to overthrow our Democracy. It is a lie to describe it as 
anything else. The Nov. 3, 2020, election was not rigged, stolen 
or fraudulent. The winner won legitimately, and the loser lost 
legitimately. 

And firearms, especially military grade assault weapons, 
can be regulated and banned. Congress even did exactly that 
in 1994 with its Assault Weapons Ban that lasted 10 years, with 
no mass shootings during that period. No court held that such 
a ban violated the Second Amendment. But unfortunately, the 
AWB was not extended, and so here we are today being killed 
with assault weapons. 

The answer to my question posed by the title of this article 
is emphatic and the absolute truth: No — our Constitution does 
not protect guns more than people. 

Do not accept acounterfeit facsimile of the real Constitution. 
And don’t let the politicians do so either.

The Disappearance 


REBEKAH BRAMEL HAS NOW BEEN MISSING FOR 14 YEARS

A timber crew planting trees in rural Clackamas County 
came upon human remains including a skull earlier this 
month, and the unidentified person’s death is now being 
investigated as a homicide. 

The remains predate the devastating wildfires that 
swept through the area in September, deputies said, 
and clothing scraps suggest they may have been at the 
location ‘for some time.’

hen Portland resident Ruth Ann 
Albro read about the unidenti- 
fied remains that were discov- 
ered on Weyerhaeuser prop- 
erty in Molalla earlier this year, 
months after summer wildfires 
devastated the area, she found 
herself filled with emotion. 

After all, her little sister, Rebekah Noel Bramel, disap- 
peared from Portland in late April 2007, and the vehicle 
she borrowed from a friend was found abandoned on an 
isolated logging road — also owned by Weyerhaeuser — 
in rural Lane County, east of Springfield, in an area that 
was also devastated by the 2020 wildfires. 

Nobody knows for certain what happened to Rebekah, 
but it is assumed that she died in the wilderness sur- 
rounding where her vehicle was located, an area that 
she had previously visited with her boyfriend at the time, 
Gary Weaverli. 

According to Weaverli, “The vehicle was found parked 
heading into the forest with a shredded flat tire and an 
empty gas tank... she apparently laid out the contents 
of her wallet on the dashboard, with her prized cigarette 
case in the middle.” These were the only clues left as to 
her fate. 

Albro wondered, like the remains found in Clackamas, 
could the ashes of the Holiday Farm Fire turn up skeletal 
remains or other evidence of what happened to Rebekah 
14 years ago? 


Who was Rebekah Bramel? 
Rebekah was born January 9, 1981, in Portland. The 
youngest of five children, three girls and two boys, Re-

bekah grew up in the Portland area, where she resided 
at the time of her disappearance. 

According to Albro, Rebekah — who studied horticul- 
ture and contemplated a career in landscape architecture 
—was alifelong lover of nature. “Growing them, pruning 
them and being in nature admiring them,” Rebekah loved 
plants, she says. Rebekah also enjoyed mountain biking, 
jewelry-making and painting. 

“Becka was beautiful inside and out,” Albro says. 
“She loved her nieces and nephews. Spoiled them with 
Chevron cars and books. She loved my mom and grammy. 
She loved making art and growing plants. She was a 
tomboy for most of her life, made friends with anyone 
and everyone. Loved babies, nature and dirt bikes.” 

Weaverli says “Rebekah could make plants thrive 
through the sheer force of will; she was truly gifted at 
horticulture. She was sweet and kind. She would give a 
cigarette to anyone who asked. She loved The Ramones 
and could watch The Big Lebowski on loop.” 

He continues, “She loved her brothers, her sisters 
and especially her nieces and nephews. She loved her 
mother, too, and would always make sure we attended 
Sunday dinner.” 


Fractured relationships and 
untreated mental illness 

In the months before her disappearance, Rebekah’s 
behavior was erratic, evidence of what Weaverliand Albro 
believe was undiagnosed bipolar disorder. “I believe she 
was in a manic state prior to disappearing,” Albro says. 

In addition to staying up all night ranting and raving 
and coming up with grandiose plans, Rebekah “began 
drinking heavily and racking up massive credit card 
debt, and generally became out of control,” according 
to Weaverli. 

He took her to an appointment with a mental health 
specialist, but she never followed through with treatment. 

Rebekah’s relationship with Weaverli, friends, and 
family had become strained. The last time anyone saw 
her was when she showed up at her mother’s Portland 
residence in late April 2007. It was late, and Rebekah was 
behaving strangely. Her mother asked her to go home 
and get some sleep.

Weaverli says he saw her a day or two before that, 
when “she arrived at my house at about 3 am, drunk 
and babbling. I was able to get her to lie down and she 
immediately fell asleep. In the morning she left promptly.” 

Weaverli never heard from her again. 


What happened to Rebekah Bramel? 

“Thad no reason to believe she was a danger to others,” 
Weaverli says, “but she clearly had become a danger to 
herself. More than once, she told me that the world would 
be a better place if she never existed.” 

A major setback in figuring out what happened to 
Rebekah was the gap between when her vehicle turned 
up and when the tow company notified the owner that 
it had been recovered. The vehicle sat on the tow lot for 
about a month before the owner was notified. The tow 
company should have notified the police about the vehicle 
immediately, which would have triggered a search effort. 
The tow company’s negligence resulted in a major delay 
in search efforts that might have been successful had 
they been conducted sooner. 

While there are anumber of possibilities, and we may 
never know what really happened to Rebekah, she most 
likely committed suicide. 

According to Weaverli, “She drove her friend’s truck 
into the forest as far as it would go. I believe that with 
the same force of will she exhibited with plants, she 
deliberately let herself die. I think she managed to hide 
herself deep in the forest and then purposely stayed in 
that location until death. I think she is still there; it was 
her one perfect act. She truly disappeared without a 
trace, trying to fulfill the sad wish to have ‘never existed’ 
Of course, for those who loved her, that erasure was 
never possible.” =

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A Solution to Ending Homelessness 
Might Be in the Data 


DATA-DRIVEN APPROACHES ARE ELIMINATING HOMELESSNESS IN COMMUNITIES ACROSS THE U.S. 


nadewy January morning, clipboard- 
toting volunteers met up in communi- 
ties across the U.S., including Eugene, 
towalkthrough streets, parks,encamp- 
ments, underpasses and woodland 
areas — asking those they came across, 
“Where did you stay last night?” 

Every year, the Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD) conducts its annual point-in-time 
(PIT) count. For one day, community members complete 
aheadcount that feeds Congress' national report for how 
many people are experiencing homeless for that year. 
The 2020 count estimated 580,466 people nationwide 
were homeless, according to HUD. 

But advocates are beginning to wonder how accurate 
this number is, and why we continue to collect a snap- 
shot of an issue that changes daily. These questions hit 
home in a place like Eugene, which is a leading city for 
homelessness per capita, according to HUD’s 2020 data. 

To target gaps within the system, housing advocates 
like Community Solutions have begun pivoting their data 
collection away from the once-a-year estimate to a rolling 
data set that captures homelessness's fluid motion. The 
data-driven approach has eradicated homelessness in 
some communities across the U.S. and could provide a 
solution for Eugene. 


Homelessness to zero 

In 2015, the New York City-based nonprofit organiza- 
tion launched its Built for Zero project. Since then, its 
approach has shown that data analytics can effectively 
address this growing problem. 

The strategy understands that no two communities 
are the same. Instead of working individually towards 
the same answer, cities form a collective team of critical 
stakeholders such as HUD's Continuum of Care, which is 
representatives from organizations that coordinate the 
implementation of housing services, local governments, 
housing authorities, veteran services and nonprofit 
organizations. 

Alongside the Built for Zero project team, the group of 
community members gather real-time data on their city 
by creating a monthly data pool where they can identify 
their homeless community by name — as wellas their age, 
race, veteran status and how long they’ve been homeless. 

This aids local governments in understanding who 
this population is and where they reach roadblocks to 
being housed. Alongside improvement coaches and data 
analytic experts, districts are guided in tearing down 
those barriers, says Beth Sandor, Community Solution’s 
principal and Built for Zero co-director. 

Built for Zero targets two types of homelessness — 
chronic, which means an individual has been homeless 
for a year or longer, and veteran, where someone who 
has served in the armed forces is living without accom- 
modation. Communities aim to reach a “functional zero” 
milestone with these two groups, which does not mean 
there are no homeless individuals within the community. 
Instead, the population is low enough that it is achievable 
to find solutions to house everyone.

For veterans, this means “the number of veterans 
experiencing homelessness is less than the number 
of veterans a community has proven it can house ina 
month,” according to the Community Solutions' website. 
For chronic homeless people, it means communities 
have three or fewer people experiencing homelessness 
within their region. 

Built for Zero is working with 83 communities across 
the U.S. With the disciplined data format, five cities have 
ended chronic homelessness, 12 have ended veteran 
homelessness, and three have ended both. 

“Data-driven decisions really helped us learn and 
identify where improvement needed to take place,” says 
Heather Kimme, the assistant executive director for the 
local housing authority in Bakersfield, California, a city 
that ended chronic homelessness in 2020, according to 
a Community Solution’s report. 


Eugene has the numbers. Now it's 
about what we do with them. 

Off West llth Avenue, multi-colored tents and tarps 
pinch together in the large empty lot alongside the busy 
road. Empty tin cans and assorted trash spill over the 
metal bars of neglected shopping carts, flattened card- 
board boxes lay against the grass, flapping against the 
soft Oregon breeze. The multi-billion dollar company, 
Walmart, paints a contrasting backdrop to the product 
of Eugene's critical housing problem. 

This is one of the many self-constructed communities 
formed by some of the roughly 3,000 individuals who 
experience homelessness in Lane County every month. 

Although Eugene exhibited an almost 26 percent 
decrease in numbers this past year, in 2019, the city led 
the nation with its houseless community per capita. Right 
around the time, Lisé Stuart, asenior management analyst 
for Lane County, was approached by Kaiser-Permanente, 
ahealth care company that works with the Built for Zero 
project, inquiring if the county would be interested in 
joining Built for Zero. 

Lane County implemented a homeless-by-name list 
(HBNL), which uses data already tracked from the Home- 
less Management Information System (HMIS). This system 
aids community leaders to visualize and determine the 
who, what, where, when, why and how individuals are 
experiencing homelessness by collective numbers based 
onhowmany people access human services each month. 

While the 2020 PIT count estimated 1,606 individuals 
were experiencing homelessness in Lane County, the 
HBNL pinpointed 9,107 unduplicated individuals that 
accessed a service in the county for that given year. 

“The Point in Time count is like a picture. You can 
take a picture of your trip to Yosemite and then take it 
home. But you can't experience it,” Sarai Johnson, the 
joint housing and shelter strategist for Lane County 
and Eugene, says. “That snapshot could never capture 
everything that's happening and the workings of what's 
going on. So the by-namelist is more like a continuously 
moving picture.” 

The data visualization tools aid county officials in 
identifying trends, such as where people are experienc- 


ing homelessness most. Eugene dominates within the 
county with nearly 76 percent of the homeless popula- 
tion as of March, and Springfield charts second place 
with 10 percent. 

Some of the Pallet shelters that sprinkle throughout 
the county were placed in areas where data stressed the 
need for them. Stuart says, “We were able to identify 
where people are currently experiencing homelessness, 
not that one time ayear story.” Pallet shelters are rapidly 
constructed shelters designed for those facing homeless- 
ness or natural disasters. 

Right beside the Lane County Behavioral Services 
Center, a grey and blue building perched on a brick 
frame welcomes visitors with freshly cut grass and trees 
sprouting from a lifted garden. The Commons on MLK is 
a5l-unit Housing First complex by Homes for Good and 
set to house part of the county's houseless population. 
Reviewing data on the homeless beyond the PIT count 
helped the Poverty and Homelessness Board, a group of 
community stakeholders who represent the concerns of 
people experiencing homelessness, move forward with 
the complex, Stuart says. 

The dataalso tracks the inflow and outflow, as home- 
lessness is like an ever-moving conveyor belt. Stuart 
says, “We definitely see in our data that once somebody 
has experienced homelessness, the likelihood of them 
returning to homelessness is very high,” Stuart says. 

While people are entering the system every month, 
people are also dropping out as they move into perma- 
nent housing. It is also common for some to temporarily 
disappear, perhaps while couch-surfing with friends or 
spending time incarcerated. 

However, not all homeless service providers contribute 
to HMIS, limiting the county in collecting acomplete data 
album. As well, the pandemic has significant impacts on 
individuals accessing services. Individuals may avoid 
accessing services in the county to prevent contracting 
the virus, which can have severe consequences for the 
homeless, as many do not have health insurance. 

“It's important for us to know that there are other 
people experiencing some kind of homelessness under 
the radar,” Johnson says. 


Don't count Eugene out 

To prevent the spread of COVID, HUD issued the 
option for modifications in the PIT count this year, and 
Lane County Human Services opted to use its HBNL, 
says Alexandria Dreher, the county's program services 
coordinator. They weren’t the only ones; cities with large 
homeless populations like Los Angeles and Seattle also 
used their HMIS systems. This invites the question of 
whether the nation is beginning to shift towards a data 
system that the nation can count on. 

Sandor says, “There is not acommunity that doesn't 
have data. It's about how we use that information, to 
problem solve and iterate the solutions.” =

PHIL COLEMAN BRINGS LIFE TO FLOWER PHOTOGRAPHS AT THE ARTS CENTER IN CORVALLIS

here’s an adage that knowing the explanation for something ruins 
the ability to appreciate that thing’s beauty. For retired physicist 
Phil Coleman, it’s the opposite. Knowing why the sky is blue, he says, 
makes him appreciate a sunset even more. 

In Up Close: Celebrating the Wonders of Nature in Art and Pho- 
tography, which runs until May 8 at The Arts Center in Corvallis, 
Coleman brings this appreciation to his photographs of flowers. 

= He describes his life in two acts. In Act I he was 
skiesING COUSING” aphysicist who used photography to document his 
experiments. For Act II, he is a photographer whose 
goal is to present “ordinary things in a new way.” 

His images, though, can be anything but ordi- 
nary: A row of buds in different states of bloom 
are detached from the stalk on which they grow 
and hang in mid-air. They seem more animal than 
vegetable, as if they could fly off any second. 

Coleman took most of these pictures during 
the pandemic. Photographing flowers around his 
home, he felt relieved to see that nature does not 
shut down. He certainly hasn’t been alone finding 
comfort in nature. These past 13 months, for many of us, being outdoors has been a 
way to experience normalcy, seeing things go on as always. 

Showing with Coleman is Tara Kate, an illustrator/scientist who specializes in birds.

ve never seen the film but a quick Google search of Withnail and | and “homophobic” brings 
up nearly 100,000 results. Apparently one of the film’s main characters (Uncle Monty) is a “pred- 
atory homosexual” who makes unwelcome a series of advances on one of the male leads. “Is the 
film homophobic? Yes, undoubtedly,” Philip Caveney writes at Bouquets & Brickbats. Richard 
Griffiths, the actor who plays Monty, “somehow manages to evoke genuine sympathy for a tragic 
character who is, more than anything else, lonely — but all the talk about buggery by force does 
make you feel rather uncomfortable.” The film was released in 1987 — which in no way excuses 
the homophobia, of course, but you'd be hard pressed to find a popular film released in 1987 that 
wasn’t deeply homophobic either by commission (the hateful portrayal of gay characters) or by 
omission (the complete absence of gay characters). Still, the film doesn’t portray homosexuality, 
FOW, it portrays an individual homosexual. It was doubtless a damaging portrayal at the time, 
as there were so few other representations of gay characters on TV or in film back then. But 
viewed now — viewed at a time when there are more representations of gay people in film and 
television than ever before — it doesn’t have the power to do the same damage. So go ahead and 
recommend the film to your son, FOW, with the appropriate qualifiers and apologies.

It’s good advice for men who suffer from premature ejaculation (PE) — don’t try to stop that 
first orgasm and you're likely to last longer as you build to a second — but that advice works 
better for younger men with shorter refractory periods. The older a man gets, the longer his 
refractory period becomes; if your partner’s second orgasm took 12-24 hours to arrive, well, 
that’s a long time to wait, no condom or no new condom. Older guys with premature ejaculation 
might want to try low-dose SSRIs, i.e. antidepressants; one of the side effects of SSRIs is delayed 
ejaculation and studies have shown that they are a pretty effective treatment for PE.

— so long as guys like you and DTFOMBNB assume no one else could possibly want what you’re 
offering and so you don't offer, e.g. you don’t put it out there on the dating apps — you're going 
to have a hard time finding each other. 
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
